TODAY'S lesson concerns evan­ 
gelism. 
This is evident in our opening 
selection, 
in 
which 
the 
risen 
Christ gives what was probably 
His last message to His disci * 
pies before His ascension. It is 
both a command and a prophecy; 
His desciples shall be His wit­ 
nesses — that is, they shall evan­ 
gelize the world. 


The Greek word which is trans­ 
lated 
"witness” 
is 
"martus,” 
from which has come our word 
"martyr,” 
Originally 
it 
meant 
one who testified at a trial. As so 
many Christians who thus testi­ 
fied about what they knew and 
had observed of Christ, were re­ 
warded 
with 
death, the 
word 
^changed to its present meaning 
— one who dies for a conviction. 
Our next selection (Acts ll: 25- 
29) occurs about 15 years la ter,! 
in about 45 A D. Paul, or Saul. 
who had once spread the Gospel 
involuntarily by scattering t h e 
Christians through his persecu -; 
tions, had been converted about 
IO years earlier. 


Some of the scattered Christians 
settled in Antioch (now far north 
in Syria), a city infamous for its 
moral 
laxity. 
It 
was 
also the 
third largest city in the Roman 
world, ranking after Rome and 
Alexandria. 


The Christian immigrants there 
did their work well. as Barnabas 
discovered when the Jerusalem 
church sent him out to work with 
them. At length Barnabas realized 
that he had no more to teach 
the church at Antioch, so he went 
to Tarsus to seek Paul, the orig;- j 
na I 
persecutor, I o 
further 
the 
evangelism at Antioch. 
(Notice that the Christianity of 
the Antioch church at this time 
was in deed as well as in word; 
its members donated funds 
for | 
the relief of their fellow-Chris - j 
tians stricken by famine in 
daea.) 


The third and last selection in 
today’s lesson is from the book 
of Revelation,. written .SOHI 
45 
years later, about 90 A. D. In it. 
John commits to writing certain 
revelations made to him by the 
ascended Christ, through the Holy 
Spirit. 
In the portion assigned. John 
transmits to “the seven churches 
that are in Asia” messages given 
them by Christ in His revelation. 
Asia at that time referred to a 
Roman province of that name, lo­ 
cated 
on 
the 
western 
side 
of 
what is now known as Asia Minor. 
It was a thriving area. 
The letters involve a 
certain 
symbolism, based on the vision 
John was given — of Christ in the 
midst of seven lampstands (re -) 
ferring to the seven churches),) 
carrying seven stars in His right ) 
hand. These seven stars repro -I 
sent the corporate personality or 
character a t each church, 
ex j 
pressed through a "representative 
angel” in Christ's presence. 
All the letter's are constructed 
around the same theme — a de­ 
scription of Christ, a commenda­ 
tion for what the church is doing 
(if possible), a rebuke (if de 
served), 
an 
exhortation 
and 
a 
promise. 
Tile cities of Smyrna ami Phila­ 
delphia are too good to warrant 
a rebuke. On the other hand, the 
last city, I*aodicea, is too bad to 
warrant commendation. 
Yet even to it, He gives a most 
beautiful hope; He stands kno k- j 
ing. even there, promising to come 
to those who invite Him in.

The Bread lax 


In less than a week, the House is like­ 
ly to he considering the Administra­ 
tion's new farm legislation — which is 
calculated to increase the price of food 
and the cost of the agricultural program 


as well. 
it’s a bill that should be opposed by 
everyone who eats. And, oddly enough, 
the farmers who are supposed to bene­ 
fit from it are opposing it through their 
Farm 
Bureau 
Federation. 
The 
bill 
threatens naked coercion for the fai m­ 
ers, and they don’t like it. 
Key provision is that which would 
require every miller and processor of 
wheat for human consumption to buy 
“certificates” with his wheat. 
T h e 
farmer who wants to sell wheat must 
have a certificate to sell, too. This paper 
not only establishes how much wheat 
he will be allowed to raise, but also en­ 
titles him to a bonus price which the 
consumer ultimately must pay. 
That’s why the certificate idea has 
been called a “bread tax.” 
Theoretically, two thirds of the farm-

ers who grow wheat must approve this 
plan before it can go into effect. 
But 
the Administration has a weapon to 
make sure the farmers vote for it. 
This plan will be presented for ballot­ 
ing with an alternative. 
And the al­ 
ternative not only would cancel all price 
supports on wheat, but also authorize 
the Commodity Credit Corporation to 
dump mountains of surplus wheat on 
the market to drive the price down. So 
the farmers will have a choice between 
accepting the Administration plan or 
approving the collapse of the wheat 
market. 
Stiff controls would be put on feed 
grain production, too, which would as­ 
sure higher meat, egg and poultry 
prices. 
And new production controls 
are 
provided 
for 
dairy 
production, 
which should send up the cost of milk. 
It’s hard to see why an Administra­ 
tion which will use all its weapons to 
prevent a steel price increase in the 
name of maintaining price stability, will 
ase weapons just as potent to force up 
the price of food. 


Judges A re Something Special 


It should not have been necessary for 
Chief .Justice John C. Bell Jr. of the 
Pennsylvania Supreme Court to remind 
Pennsylvania judges of judicial ethics. 
But .Justice Bell had to do just that 
when he declared it is a violation of 
the Pennsylvania Constitution for judg­ 
es to receive fees for arbitrating pri­ 
vate cases. 
The pronouncement stemmed from 
a Philadelphia case involving a judge 
who acted as an arbitrator in a dispute 
arising from a case before his court and 
in another dispute developing from that 
and, in the words of Justice Bell, “had 
accepted a large fee for his services as 
an arbitrator in each matter.” 
Justice Bell cited information other 
judges engaged in similar practices. 
This, he believed, made the issue an 
important public matter, not one to be 
ignored or hushed up. 
This was a proper attitude, although 
the justice may have been a bit too kind 
when he expressed confidence tile prac­ 


tice of receiving fees for private arbi­ 
tration cases was engaged in without 
realization of constitutional violation. 
Bell observed that “in the minds of 
the |K*ople, a judge is on a different and 
higher plane than other public officials.” 
This is true. 
For this very reason 
judges should know the legal and con­ 
stitutional restrictions upon them and 
certainly should be prepared to eschew 
activities likely to damage or destroy 
the public image of their professional 
and social status. 
When lawyers become judges and ac­ 
cept 
the responsibilities and 
rather 
handsome emoluments of the office they 
also set themselves alm e and apart 
from the legal profession’s normal ac­ 
tivities for fees. 
It is regrettable that some Pennsyl­ 
vania judges forgot or ignored this. 
It 
is to be hoped the practice has been 
ended by Justice Bell’s comments.

A Look Back 


In the discussions about Cuba 
and Indonesia, Laos and else­ 
where, it is clear that the State 
Department, when Franklin D. 
Roosevelt was President, 
de­ 
veloped a concept that there 
were good dictators and bad 
dictators, honest men and dis­ 
honest men and that political 
judgements were to be based 
upon such psychological consid­ 
erations. 
This is brought out most clear­ 
ly 
in 
a memorandum 
dated 
March 9, 1943, signed by John 
Davies, Jr., the Second Secre­ 
tary of the American Embassy 
sn Olina. Discussing the Stilwell 
Mission to Olina, Davies w'rote: 
"We 
recognized 
before 
De- 
cernber 7, 1911 that Olina was 
endeavoring to get us to fight 
its battle against Japan. There 
has been no reason for a change 
in 
this 
Chinese attitude and 
there has in fact b e e n 
n o 
change, despite the disillusion­ 
ing sho k of Pearl Harbor which 
struck the Oiinese with as great 
force as it did us." 
This was written on March 9, 
194.1. 
The 
Oiinese 
had 
been 
fighting the Japanese since 1931. 
The Japanese had taken Man­ 
churia and the major commer­ 
cial port of Shanghai. Olina had 
stood alone for IO years until 
tile United States entered the 
war. Beset by Communist ac­ 
tivities, supported by 
Russia, 
China had fought valiantly and 
unconquered. 
But Davies wrote: 
"We have not bled enough for 
the liking of the Russians, tile 
British or the Chinese. With po­ 
litical considerations looming so 
largo in their calculations they 
are each fighting not only the 


common enemies but also, in a 
negative fashion, their allies." 
What allies did China really 
have in 1913? Could she have re­ 
garded the Russians as allies, 
knowing that for centuries it had 
been Russian policy to conquer 
China? Chiang Kai-shek would 
have been a fool had he not 
realized that in the war against 
Japan, he would have no ally in 
Soviet Russia. And the fact is 
that Russia never came into the 
Far Eastern War until it was 
really over and then came in, 
for about a week, for the kill. 
Davies also wrote: 
"In his efforts to short-circuit 
domestic politics. General Stil­ 
well has as much as possible 
dealt directly with the General­ 
issimo. But the Generalissimo 
maintains his paramount posi­ 
tion as he attained it — through 
political 
manipulation. 
He 
is 
not a dictator. He has no abso­ 
lute over-all command. He ma­ 
nipulates a delicate and shifting 
balance of power. So there is no 
one with sure and final authori­ 
ty with whom General Stilwell 
can deal." 
General Stilwell'* task was to 
win the w'ar. That is what he 
was sent to China to do. But he 
really set out to change China. 
The Chinese people have no con­ 
cept of self-government. Olina 
had never been a national state. 
It was, in effect, a vast congre­ 
gation of local self-governments 
— of village self-governments. 
Whereas the Emperor possessed 
great authority, the village was 
much like a New England town­ 
ship. 
If a man were asked what he 
belonged to, he would say Can­ 
ton or Ningpo or some such 
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place. It has always taken the 
finest diplomacy to hold China 
together. I do not mean only 
during the regime of Chiang 
Kai-shek, 
hut throughout 
the 
history of the country. 
It is possible to go on quoting 
Davies line by line to indicate 
an intellectual arrogance. Not 
even Mao Tze-tung has been 
able to change Olina. Davies 
wrote: 
"China is badly in need of the 
Puritan spirit. The Oiinese have 
not produced it themselves ex­ 
cepting, in a modified form, in 
the Generalissimo. If the Oiin- 
ese Army is to tv’ regenerated, 
it must be through General Stil­ 
well. What he says sometimes 
stings the Chinese. 
"But it has not gone wholly 
unappreciated. 
More 
than a 
score of high ranking Chinese 
officers have come to him pri­ 
vately tolling him that he was 
doing China a great service by 
his forthrightedness, that he is 
needed, and to keep on going 
straight down the road. And as 
has been said, even his political 
enemies have been impressed by 
what he has in six months pro­ 
duced at Ramgarh, He may yet 
perform what has seemed im­ 
possible — cause the launching 
of a Chinese offensive against 
the Japanese. If it happens it 
will 
have 
been a on e-m an 
achievement.” 
And that is what policy was 
Rased on!

Q — I have read that GI 
loans have ended for World War 
II veterans. 
A — World War II veterans 
begin to lose GI loan eligibility 
after July 25, 1962, according to 
this formula: To the ten-year 
period following their last dis­ 
charge from active wartime ser­ 
vice add one year for each three 
months of active service. The 
date so reached is the termina­ 
tion of their GI loan eligibility 
with these two exceptions — ta) 
if that date is before July 25, 
1962, they still have, by law, un­ 
til July 25, 1962, to make loan 
application; ib> die final termi­ 
nation of World War II eligibility 
is July 25, 1967, no matter what 
their individual date may be. 
Veterans should note that “loan 
application" means die actual 
application by the lending agen­ 
cy to the VA for guaranty and 
not the veteran s request for a 
loan. 
Q — Are there any VA educa­ 
tional benefits for c h i l d r e n 
whose veteran-parent 
is 
still 
alive? 
A — No. The V.Vs educational 
benefits for children are bast'd 
on die fact that the veteran- 
patent is dead and thus unable 
to provide the child's education. 
Q — Can young people enter­ 
ing the service today take out 
GI insurance? 
A — GI insurance is no longer 
being issued.
